ft's no secret that M r Churchill never liked the 
government of the Soviet Union 
But it never 
ha s 
been any secret either that the government Of the 
Soviet Union loosed Hitler on Europe and Great B ri­ 
tain by making a non-aggression treaty with Germany 
when Mr Churchill'S country was trying desperately 
to prepare its defense That treaty left Britain and 
France alone against the world’s strongest military 
power It was the cause of Britain bearing the brunt 
of the war until the United States could pull abreast 
of events, a struggle in which it. 
was handicapped 
heavily by the sabotage of Russia s sympathizers in its 
own population. 
These same sympathizers, after Hitler turned on his 
Russian ally, couldn't wait for the Allies to invade 
Europe across the English Channel, an operation which 
would have been suicidal any tim e before it began, 
in June 
19 44 In this attitude, too. the sympathizers 
put the interests of Russia first, the United States 
second, a fact Americana aren't likely to forget for a 
long time to come. The Soviet Union was bled white 
by a war it made possible. If it had joined Great Bri­ 
tain and France against Germany in 19 39 , instead 
of joining Germany, Hitler wouldn’t have dared to 
go to war at all Since it is obviously Communist in­ 
tent to repeat and repeat and repeat one of history’s 
biggest lie« , to shift blame for Russia's wax tragedy 
to a point outside the Kremlin, it is necessary to pin 
down the lie every time it's repeated A sim ilar lie 
about the Treaty of Versailles, repeated and repeated 
and repeated after World War I, ultimately became 
one of the causes of World War II because It w asn’t 
pinned down often enough. 


Loveit For Acheson 
When the chief ex ecutive of the United fitates de­ 
plores the financial sacrifices of public service, us he 
did in accepting the resignation of Dean Acheton as 
undersecretary of state. It’« time to acknowledge that 
the United States will get in the long run what it pays 
for—not much more.
